Venus  will  be  Morning  Star  until  September  27th,  then  Evening  Star  the  rest  of  the  year. 
Mars  will  be  Evening  Star  until  July  21st,  then  Morning  Star  the  rest  of  the  year.  Jupiter 
will  be  Evening  Star  until  June  25th,  then  Morning  Star  the  rest  of  the  year.  Saturn  will 
be  Morning  Star  until  January  29th,  then  Evening  Star  until  August  Sth,  then  Morning  Star 
the  rest  of  the  year. 

The  Sun  will  be  north  of  the  Equator  this  tropical  year  1S6  days,  10  hours,  50  minutee  ; 
and  south  of  it  173  days,  19  hours,  1  minute;  showing  a  difference  of  7  days,  15  hours,  49 
minutes,  which  is  caused  by  a  slower  motion  of  the  earth  in  its  orbit,  in  the  summer  season, 
when  near  its  aphelion. 

Mercury  will  be  in  a  favorable  position  for  visibility  about  March  30th,  July  2Stb,  and 
November  22d,  at  which  time  it  will  be  in  the  west  in  the  region  of  sunset  during  twilight; 
also  about  January  24th,  May  22d,  and  September  16th,  when  it  will  be  in  the  east  duriug 
the  morning  twilight. 

Venus  will  be  brightest  on  the  ISth  of  January,  being  beautiful  in  the  morning. 

Good  Friday  comes  on  the  22d  of  April,  and  Easter  Sunday,  April  24th;  Pentecost,  June 
12th ;  Trinity  Sunday,  June  19th  ;  Advent  Sunday,  Nov.  27th. 


ECLIPSES    FOR    1859. 

There  will  be  six  Eclipses  this  year,  four  of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the  Moon,  as  follows  : 

I.  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  February  2d.    Invisible  in  the  United  States. 

II.  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  February  17th,  early  in  the  morning,  visible.  The 
Eclipse  ends  after  the  Moon  has  set,  or  the  Moon  will  set  eclipsed,  at  which  time  it  will  be 
one-third  obscured.  It  sets  from  three  to  seven  minutes  after  the  Sun  rises,  where  the 
horizon  is  perfect  and  free.    West  of  the  Mississippi  the  Moon  will  not  set  eclipsed. 

III.  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  March  4th,  invisible  in  the  United  States. 

IV.  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  July  29th,  in  the  afternoon.  This  Eclipse  will  be  very 
small,  lasting  only  a  few  minutes,  and  occurs  about  an  hour  before  sunset. 

V.  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  August  13th,  invisible  in  the  United  States. 

VI.  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  August  23th,  invisible  in  the  United  States.

Mr.  B.  is  a 
Lawyer.  He  was  elected  by  the  Legislature  in 
(J  1856,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
John  M.  Clayton  (Whig).  His  term  expires 
March  4th,  1859.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittees on  Pensions  and  Revolutionary  Claims. 
He  is  an  Administration  Democrat. 
.  JAMES  A.  BAYARD,  of  Wilmington.  Mr.  B. 
is  a  Lawyer;  was  U.  S.  District  Attorney  for 
Delaware  from  1838  to  1843.

SENATE. 

The  Senate  consists  of  32  Members,  who  are 
elected  in  November  every  alternate  year  (1857, 
1859,  &c),  and  hold  their  offices  for  two  years, 
from  the  1st  of  January  next  succeeding.  The 
State  is  divided  into  32  Districts,  each  choosing 
one  Senator.  The  Senators  receive  a  compen- 
sation of  $3  per  diem  during  the  Session,  but 
not  for  more  than  one  hundred  days.  The 
Lieutenant-Governor  is  ex-oMcio  President  oi 
the  Senate. 

First  District 

Consists  of  Suffolk,  Queens  and  Richmond  coun- 
ties, and  contains  a  population  of  108,561,  o* 


horn  19,9  21  are  Voters.  It  has  recently  been  a 
Democratic  district.  At  the  last  election  its 
vote  stood  5,717  Democratic,  2,612  Republican, 
2,416  American ;  thus  electing 

JOSHUA  B.  SMITH,  of  Smithtown,  Suffolk 
county.  Judge  S.  is  a  Farmer.  He  has  long 
belonged  to  the  Democratic  Party;  was  Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  during  a  period 
of  ten  years;  was  a  Member  of  Assembly  in 
1839,  and  again  in  1843,  and  a  Senator  from  1843 
to  1847.  The  opposing  candidates  at  the  elec- 
tion were  Joseph  Egbert  (Rep.)  and  William 
Norton  (Am.)

SAMUEL  SLOAN,  of  Brooklyn.  Mr.  S.  was 
born  in  Ireland,  but  has  resided  from  infancy 
in  New  York.  He  was  for  several  years  largely 
engaged  as  an  Importer  in  the  English  trade, 
but  retired  from  mercantile  business  in  1857. 
He  has  for  some  time  past  been  the  President  of 
the  Hudson  River  Railroad.  He  was  Supervisor 
of  Kings  county  in  1852,  and  a  candidate  for  the 
Congressional  nomination  in  the  same  year.  He 
is  a  Democrat.  His  predecessor  was  Cyrus  P. 
Smith  (Rep.)  He  was  opposed  by  Abijah  Mann, 
Jr.  (Rep.),  upon  whom  the  Republican  and 
American  vote  was  united. 

Third  District

FRANCIS  B.  SPINOLA,  of  Brooklyn.  Mr.  S. 
was  formerly  engaged  in  trade,  but  relinquished 
it  when  he  was  appointed  Assistant  Clerk  of  the 
Common  Council,  in  1845.  He  was  an  Alder- 
man in  1846,  Supervisor  three  successive  years, 
and  Member  of  Assembly  in  1856  and  '57.  He 
also  held  the  post  of  Harbor-Master  five  years, 
having  been  appointed  by  Gov.  Young.  He 
was  formerly  a  Whig  and  is  now  a  Democrat. 
His  opponent  at  the  election  was  John  Wins- 
low,  upon  whom  the  American  and  Repub- 
lican vote  was  united.  Under  the  former  appor- 
tionment, these  wards  and  towns  formed  part 
of  the  2d  district,  which  was  represented  in  the 
last  Senate  by  C.  P.  Smith  (Rep.) 

Fourth  District 

Consists  of  the  1st,  2d,  3d,  4th,  5th,  6th,  7th,  8th 
and  14th  wards  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and 
contains  a  population  of  187,946,  of  whom 
28,929  are  Voters.  It  is  one  of  the  strongest 
Democratic  districts  in  the  State.  At  the  last 
election  the  vote  stood  13,226  Democratic,  to 
4,273  Republican  and  American ;  thus  electing 
JOHN  C.  MATHER,  of  New  York.  Mr.  M. 
was  formerly  a  Merchant  in  Troy,  and  is  now 
Government  Warehouse  Agent  in  N.  Y.  He  was 
Alderman  and  Loan  Commissioner  during  his 
residence  in  Troy.  He  is  a  Democrat,  and  was 
elected  by  that  party  Canal- Commissioner  in 
1850,  which  post  he  held  until  1853.  An  attempt 
to  impeach  him  for  malfeasance  in  office  was 
made  by  political  opponents,  but  it  failed,  and 
he  was  honorably  acquitted  by  the  Court.  His 
predecessor  in  the  Senate  was  Daniel  E.  Sickles 
(Dem.)  who  represented  the  3d  district  under 
the  old  apportionment,  which  is  subsequently 
embraced  in  the  present  4th  district.  He  was 
opposed  at  the  election  by  Dr.  Samuel  Hall, 
upon  whom  the  Republican  and  American  vote 
was  united.

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SMITH  ELY,  Jr.,  of  New  York.  Mr.  E.  is  a 
Merchant,  engaged  in  the  Leather  Business. 
Of  literary  tastes,  he  has  been  a  proprietor  of  ]j 
or  contributor  to  several  periodicals.  He  is  a 
Democrat,  and  has  been  a  member  of  the  New 
York  General  Committee.  His  predecessor  in 
the  Senate  was  Joseph  H.  Petty  (Am.)  He  was 
opposed  at  the  election  by  Joseph  C.  Pinckney 
(Rep.),  and  Joseph  H.  Petty  (Am.) 

Sixth  District 

Consists  of  the  9th,  15th,  16th  and  18th  wards  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  and  contains  a  population 
of  143,206,  of  whom  22,134  are  Voters.  It  has 
usually  been  a  closely  contested  district.  At 
the  last  election  the  vote  stood  7,740  Democratic, 
to  7,205  American  and  Republican;  thus  electing 
RICHARD  SCHELL,  of  New  York.  Mr.  S. 
is  a  Broker,  doing  business  in  Wall-street.  He 
is  a  Democrat.  His  opponent  at  the  election 
was  Joseph  B.  Varnum,  upon  whom  the  Ameri- 
can and  Republican  vote  united,  Under  the 
former  apportionment,  three  of  these  four  wards 
were  embraced  in  the  6th  district,  which  was 
represented  by  Erastus  Brooks. 

Seventh  District 

Consists  of  the  12th.  19th,  20th,  21st  and  22d 
wards  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  contains  a 
population  of  133,096,  of  whom  17,013  are  Voters. 
It  has  usually  been  a  Democratic  district.  At 
the  last  election  the  vote  stood  7,948  Democra- 
tic, 4,186  Republican,  and  1,216  American;  thus 

JOHN  DOHERTY,  of  New  York.  Mr.  D.  is  a 
Lawyer,  but  has  latterly  retired  from  practice. 
He  was  an  Alderman  during  two  years.  He  is  a 
Democrat.  He  was  opposed  at  the  election  by 
Lebbeus  B.  Ward  (Rep.),  and  John  L.  Riker 
(Am.)  Under  the  former  apportionment,  these 
wards  were  embraced  in  the  6th  district,  which 
was  represented  by  Erastus  Brooks  (Am.) 

Eighth  District 

Consists  of  the  counties  of  Westchester,  Put- 
nam and  Rockland,  and  contains  a  population 
of  114,123,  of  whom  20,862  are  Voters.  It  has 
usually  been  a  closely  contested  district.  At 
the  last  election  the  vote  stood  6,487  Demo- 
cratic, and  5,017  American  and  Republican  ; 
thus  electing 

BENJAMIN  BRANDRETH,  of  Sing  Sing, 
Westchester  county.  Dr.  Brandreth  is  of  Eng- 
lish birth,  and  is  a  Physician,  and  the  inventor 
of  the  celebrated  "Brandreth's  Pills."  He  is 
also  President  of  the  Bank  of  Sing  Sing.  He  is 
a  Democrat.  He  represented  this  (then  the  7th) 
district  in  the  Senate  in  1850  and  1851.  In  the 
last  Senate,  it  was  represented  by  John  W.  Fer- 
don,  who  was  also  the  candidate  against  Dr.  B. 
at  the  recent  election,  the  American  and  Re- 
publican vote  being  united  upon  him. 

Ninth  District

At  the 
last  election  the  vote  stood  7,895  American  and 
Republican,  to  7,505  Democratic ;  thus  electing 
GEORGE  Y.  JOHNSON,  of  Dunnsville.  Mr! 
Johnson  is  a  Merchant  and  Farmer.  He  was 
admitted  to  the  Bar  in  1856,  but  does  not  prac- 
tice. He  was  formerly  a  Whig,  has  lately  acted 
with  the  American  Party,  and  was  elected  by  a 
union  of  Americans  and  Republicans.  He  has 
several  times  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  in  1857  was  its  Chairman.  His 
predecessor  in  the  Senate  was  John  W.  Har- 
court  (Am.)  His  opponent  in  the  election  was 
John  Niles  (Dem.) 

Fourteenth  District

ASSEMBLY.

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THE    JUDICIARY.

The  Court  for  the  Trial  of  Impeachments  of  State  Officers 

Is  composed  of  the  President  of  the  Senate,  the  Senators  and  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

The  Court  of  Appeals  £ 

Consists  of  eight  Judges;  four  are  elected  on  a  general  ticket,  and  serve  eight  years,  and  four  are 
selected  from  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  having  the  shortest  time  to  serve.  The  Judge, 
of  the  four  chosen  at  large,  having  the  shortest  term  to  serve,  sits  as  Chief  Justice.  Six  Judges 
constitute  a  quorum.  Every  cause  must  be  decided  within  a  year  after  it  is  argued.  Four  terms 
are  held  each  year  at  Albany,  and  there  should  be  one  term  every  two  years  in  each  judicial  dis- 
trict. Each  Judge  has  a  salary  of  $2,500  per  annum. 
This  Court  is  composed  of  the  following  named  Judges :
